I. Species of the embodiment disclosed on page 2, line 22 - page 3, line 6; in 
particular; an image forming device which securely prevents documents that are printed 
with specific marks from being handled in violation of restrictive terms indicated by said 
marks. 

II. Species of the embodiment disclosed on page 3, lines 7-20; in particular; a 
writing unit for writing mark information indicating the specified mark's content on the IC 
tag included in the recording element when it is judged by said judgment unit, that the 
instruction for adding the specified mark is included in the printing job. 

III. Species of the embodiment disclosed on page 4, lines 2 - page 5, line 18; in 
particular; a document management system. 

IV. Species of the embodiment disclosed on page 5, line 19 - page 6, line 7; in 
particular; an image forming method that judges whether an instruction for adding a 
specified mark to be printed in addition to image is included in the printing job received. 

V. Species of the embodiment disclosed on page 6, line 8 - page 7, line 23; in 
particular; a document managing method in a document managing system. 
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VI. Species of the embodiment disclosed on page 7, line 24- page 8, line 13; in 
particular; an image forming program that issues an order for writing mark information 
indicating the specified mark's content on the IC tag. 

The species are independent or distinct because claims to the different species 
recite the mutually exclusive characteristics of such species. In addition, these species 
are not obvious variants of each other based on the current record.
